Megi Caushi woke up at 4 a.m. Tuesday 
and took the train to Chicago, breathless 
for her shot at stardom on the latest na- 
tionally televised talent show— only to find 
out she was at the wrong place. 

Having arrived at what was formerly 
known as the Sears Tower, she announced, 
“I’m here for ‘The X Factor.’ ” 

“You and a whole lot of other people,” 
responded a security guard at the building, 
now called Willis Tower. 

Caushi, 18, of Villa Park, would need to 
drive about two hours west, to the Sears 
Centre Arena in Hoffman Estates, he 


said. “I was about to cry,” said Caushi, who 
doesn’t have a driver’s license and eventu- 
ally hitched a ride from her uncle. 

She joined several thousand people wait- 
ing to register for auditions, which will be 
held Wednesday and Thursday at the Sears 
arena. 

Despite overcast skies, rain showers and 
wind, the hopeful competitors appeared to 
be in good spirits. An Elvis look-alike and 
teenagers with multicolored hair stood 
out among the otherwise conservatively 
dressed crowd. Most huddled beneath um- 
brellas and hoods, peeking out occasion- 
ally to cheer for a news camera. 


“The X Factor,” produced by Simon 
Cowell, of ‘American Idol” fame, is open 
to people 12 and older and offers a $5 mil- 
lion recording contract to the winner. Four 
judges, including Cowell, will mentor top 
singers chosen to compete on the show, 
which will be broadcast this fall. 

Like ‘American Idol,” viewers will vote 
for their favorites. Unlike “Idol,” the show 
will separate contestants by age and sex. 
There also will be a category for groups. 

In May Cowell and other judges will 
audition the top 80 acts before a live audi- 
ence at a Chicago-area venue, in order to 
choose the city’s top contenders.

A play about two Chicago police detectives 
trying to solve the murder of a CTA worker 
was selected this month for a national play- 
wrights conference. 

Chicago playwright Keith Huff will 
spend part of the summer developing “Tell 
Us of the Night” at the 2011 National Play- 
wrights Conference in Waterford, Conn. 

In the play a CTA worker is shot in the 
head at the Western Brown Line stop, and 
two cops question witnesses to try to fig- 
ure out whodunit. The play is the third in- 
stallment in Huff’s Chicago police trilogy 
which includes ‘A Steady Rain,” the 2009 
Broadway project that starred Daniel Craig 
and Hugh Jackman as Chicago cops. 

Huff said he got the idea for “Tell Us of 
the Night” from an incident he witnessed 
one night in the early 1980s on the West- 
ern Brown Line platform when he was in 
his early 20s. 

Huff said he saw a man fall onto the 
tracks at the station. He thought the man 
was drunk, but as he helped pull him onto 
the platform, he noticed the man was shot 
in the head. 

Huff said he waited for the ambulance 
to arrive, and he and a female witness later 
were questioned by police about the inci- 
dent. 

Though the two stories bear similarities. 
Huff says the “Night” play is “all fictional.” 

Huff, who lives in Forest Glen, said he 
now drives instead of taking the train out 
of convenience. He said he believes the 
Western stop incident was isolated. 

Still, he said, “I don’t think it’s ever been 
safe to ride around on the train late at

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Boy, 12, shot 
walking out

A i2-year-old boy walking out of a South 
Side elementary school was shot in the 
back Tuesday afternoon, Chicago police 
said. 

The shooting happened about 2:45 p.m. 
at Cook Elementary School, 8150 S. Bish- 
op St., as students were being dismissed 
for the day, according to police and Chica- 
go Public Schools spokeswoman Monique 
Bond. 

Police said a boy they believe is a former 
student at the school approached a crowd 
of students and staff in front of the build- 
ing and fired about four times. 

The boy got back into the school with 
the help of staff and was taken to Advocate 
Christ Medical Center in serious condi- 
tion, police said. 

The shooter, who police believe is about 
the same age as the victim, was not in cus- 
tody It was not immediately clear if the 
victim was the target of the shooting. 

School officials will ask police to beef up 
their presence at the school Wednesday, 
Bond said.

All OK after Midway mishap

No injuries were reported after a Southwest 
Airlines plane slid off a runway at Midway 
and into a patch of mud Tuesday afternoon, 
officials said. 

The plane. Flight 1919 from Denver, was 
carrying 134 passengers— including five ba- 
bies— and five crew members, according to 
airline officials. 

The Boeing 737-700 landed about 
1:35 p.m. and slid off the left edge near the 
end of the runway according to the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 


It came to rest on a grassy area near 63rd 
Street and Cicero Avenue, about 150 feet 
from a wall separating the airport grounds 
from the street, with the nose pointed di- 
rectly at a White Castle drive-through across 
Cicero, officials said. 

Passengers were taken off the plane down 
a wheeled stairway and 13 Center was shut 
down, though other runways remained 
open, the FAA said. 

The runway was wet from rain and the 
winds at the time were 15 knots gusting to 21 
knots, according to an aviation source who 


was briefed on the investigation. 

Runway 13 Center is 6,522 feet long, the 
longest runway at Midway Investigators will 
examine where the jetliner touched down 
on the runway They will also download the 
plane’s black box, or flight data recorder, to 
determine its speed at touchdown. 

Heavy rain was reported in the area when 
the plane landed, said Whitney Eichinger, a 
Southwest Airlines spokeswoman. She said 
the airline wiU work with the FAA and the 
National Transportation Safety Board to in- 
vestigate the incident. 


Judge: Did you read the Blago reports?

As a long day of jury selection at Rod Blago- 
jevich’s retrial continued Tuesday afternoon, 
the judge questioned potential jurors who 
said they saw news reports about the former 
governor’s first trial last summer. 

Some told the judge they read them close- 
ly while others said they didn’t. 

A medical billing worker said she didn’t 
read all the way through newspaper stories 
“because it was too confusing.” 

Juror 169— prospective jurors’ identities 


are being kept secret by the judge— said he 
thinks Blagojevich owes the people of Illi- 
nois an explanation and that he should take 
the witness stand. 

The prospective juror said he followed 
the first trial so closely he would have a hard 
time recalling during deliberations if cer- 
tain details were from testimony during the 
retrial or things he had read during the first 
trial. 

“I don’t know that I can just concentrate 
on certain facts,” he said. 


Juror 170, who sells real estate and owns an 
Elmhurst restaurant, said she had followed 
the case closely too. And like many others 
who had been questioned before her, she 
said she feels that the former governor did 
something wrong. 

Blagojevich is being retried on federal cor- 
ruption charges, including an allegation that 
he tried to sell Barack Obama’s vacated Sen- 
ate seat after Obama won the White House 
in 2008. The jury selection is expected to 
continue Wednesday

’91, there was not really a platform for urban 
comics to present their acts. Black-themed 
comedy was on the rise, Def Comedy Jam was 
just starting, and All Jokes Aside sort of assisted 
and provided that platform for urban comics all 
around the country 

How did you get started in the comedy club 
business? 

At first, I had no interest at all in comedy, but 
I did frequent comedy clubs prior to meeting 
the guys who I ended up co-owning All Jokes 
Aside with. The three of us came together when 
Raymond Lambert, who was the visionary, was 
living in Atlanta and experienced this black- 
owned comedy club. 


At the time they started All Jokes Aside, I was 
a corporate girl, a vice president at the Chicago 
Board Options Exchange. So Ed do that by day, 
and by night, I was the girl selling tickets ... sit- 
ting at the table with the little [cash] box. Then, 
Raymond says, Mary we’d like to bring you 
in. We want to offer you stock and make you a 
partner.’ ” 

So is Jokes and Notes a continuation of 
All Jokes Aside? Or do you have a different 
vision? 

Actually, I did envision it to be different for 
several reasons. One, urban comedy kind of 
flatlined in ’98 and a new generation of comics 
started to surface. With me bringing Jokes and 
Notes, I knew Ed have to put a different spin on 
how I booked the club and embrace young and 
upcoming comedians. 

Who are some of your rising stars? 

One of my rising stars is Lil Rel. I think he is 
going to be the next Deon Cole or DeRay

The Chicago bar and restaurant scene has seen its fair share of 
quick makeovers (see: Harry Cara/s Tavern in Wrigleyville be- 
coming Benchwarmers— and then Club 162— in just a few days). 
But the latest transformation in River North may clock in as one 
of the fastest overhauls yet— and it’s all made for TV 
Last week, the crew for upcoming Spike TV series “Bar 
Rescue” rolled into Chicago to film two segments for the series, 
which is set to air this summer. The show’s host, entrepreneur 
and industry consultant Jon Taffer, visited local bars The Abbey 
(3420 W. Grace St.) and young-but-floundering River North 
karaoke spot Blue Frog 22 (22 E. Hubbard St.) to try to turn them

around in a “Kitchen Nightmares”-esque reality show. 

When Taffer and a production staff swooped into Blue Frog 22, 
the second incarnation of a kitschy dive just a few blocks away, 
co-ownerMimi Witschy was close to a breaking point. 

“We went with the theme we had in the past. ... It had done 
well for us,” Witschy said. But the dive concept just didn’t trans- 
late to the bigger, brighter location. Witschy worried that Blue 
Frog might close. 

But in less than 36 hours, the show’s crew flipped Blue Frog 
into a new concept, dubbed The Local. When the doors opened 
Saturday night, we stopped by to see exactly what pops out the 
other end of a three-day reality show makeover. 


Step one, get rid of the board games. 

As part of ttie forced quirk of Blue Frog, 
board games were not only available to 
borrow-lhe innards were hung on the 
walls as part of the decor. Thankfully 
those days are gone (Candyland doesn’t 
have much of a place on Hubbard). In 
Its place Is a newer, sleeker blue-and-black paint 
theme and big photos, used as wallpaper, of historic 
Chicago scenes. 

Step two, step up your food game. 
When Taffer first showed up at Blue 
Frog 22, he Immediately knew a few 
things had to change: the name and 
the menu. Specifically, the quality 
and pricing on the food they were 
serving. ‘They put a $7 menu In one 
of the most affluent areas In down- 
town Chicago,” Taffer said. So It’s out with the piles 
of tater tots and In with $12-and-up gourmet burg- 
ers, made with organic beef, and a handful of sand- 
wiches and other Items. We re all for upgrades-but 
a $40 bill for two at a karaoke bar? One of these 
things Is definitely not like the other.

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step three, Iry to cater to the people. The 
point of The Local, it seems, is to aeate a 
pro-Chicago vibe. Think Goose Island and 
Half Acre brews on tap, a few hastily cho- 
sen quotes for the walls and a new slogan 
touting the bar/restaurant as having some 
of the best burgers and beers in Chicago. 
Unfortunately there’s only so much local flavor an out-of- 
town film crew can give a place. The quotes near the bar are 
almost eye-roll-worthy, and the beer? Nothing you can’t find 
at any other bar down the block. 

Step four, hope it works. Thankfully, The 
Local hasn’t taken away Blue Frog 22’s 
trademark-nightly karaoke. With an up- 
graded system, they should be able to 
pull in small after-work and larger tourist 
crowds looking to unwind with one-too- 
many Madonna covers. And if a group can 
decide on one type of beer. The Local features cooler-like 
beer dispensers that can be brought to the table for self- 
service brews throughout the night. Not quite a table-tap 
system, but convenient for those not wanting to stray too 
far from the mic. 


It’s impossible to argue that the 
more streamlined appearance of 
The Local isn’t an upgrade from its 
form^ seif But the makeover was 
a whirlwind one and it shows. Even 
the magic of reality television 
can’t defy the limits of time and a 
budget But that doesn’t mean we 
won’t be tuning in this summer to 
see exactly what went on behind 
the scenes- who isn’t a sucker for 
a little drama?

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From the stage to the ... stage 


JC Brooks and the 
Uptown Sound make a 
rockin’ theatrical debut 

By Julia Borcherts 

Take away his mic, and Jayson “JC” Brooks 
can manage just fine. The lead singer of 
Chicago soul-punk favorite JC Brooks and 
the Uptown Sound takes a turn for the cur- 
tains with a leading role in the Tony Award- 
winning musical “Passing Strange,” with the 
entire band behind him, as well. 

Brooks, a 26 -year-old New Jersey native 
with a theater degree under his belt, portrays 
an African-American musician leaving his 
conservative, middle-class home for the 
sex-and-drugs-fueled 1980s rock and punk 
performance art scenes in Amsterdam and 
Berlin. No stranger to the theater scene. 
Brooks gives us a rundown of what to expect 
from his latest endeavor. 

What can audiences expect? 

Well, a cast of great voices. And it’s really 
funny But one of the things I want them to 
take away is that they should stay in contact 
with people that they care about because 
while the show is about this guy’s coming- 
of-age and these wild adventures he has in 
Europe, it also deals with one of the most 
important aspects of coming of age— and 
that’s loss. 

What attracted you to the role? 

There’s a lot of hooks for me personally And 
I don’t know if that speaks to it being a part 
of the larger black experience [laughs] but 
there are some really specific things— how 
the main character’s mother always pushed 
him to go to church but she never wanted to 
go. And I was raised by a single mom, and I’m 
an only child. So my whole life, it’s been me 
and my mom against the world. And then, 
being in punk bands as a teenager ... 

That punk-soul sound Is what’s making 
JC Brooks and the Uptown Sound really 
take off. How did that evolve? 

In 2007, Porchlight’s production of “Rag- 
time” had just opened, and [I wanted] a 
new project now that rehearsals weren’t 
occupying so much of my time. So I went on 
Craigslist and answered an ad by our guitar- 
ist, Bill. We got together and jammed with 
our bassist, who also answered the ad, and 
decided that we wanted to do soul but mix 
in some post-punk because that’s where my 
roots were in high school. It was a running 
joke when we first got together that the 



decision made by a clueless-and stoned- 
teenager. What reckless teenage decision 
most affected your life? 

I didn’t put a lot of thought into choosing 
a college— I applied to one school. But I 
picked the school based on the fact that one 
of my favorite actors was Harvey Keitel and 
he graduated from this school. And Dennis 
Miller went there before he became a raging 
NeoCon [bleep]. So, I was like, ‘All right, 
cool, this is Harvey Keitel’s school and he’s 
awesome and I love Tarantino and ...’’—you 
know, I was in high school. [Laughs.]

Happily ever after 


How Chicago’s Libman brothers went from cracking 
each other up as kids to writing TV comedy scripts

Matthew and Daniel Libman get their happy 
beginning with the latest episode of the ABC 
sitcom “Happy Endings.” 

The series, which debuted April 13, revolves 
around six Chicago friends played by Elisha 
Cuthbert, Damon Wayans Jr., Eliza Coupe, 
Zachary Knighton, Adam Pally and Casey 
Wilson. 

The Libman brothers, who grew up in Glen- 
coe, wrote “Like Eather, Like Gun,” which airs 
at 9 p.m. Wednesday In it, Wayans Jr.’s char- 
acter, Brad, has to deal with his father (played 
by Wayans’ real dad, Damon), who cuts loose 
after medical tests show he’s healthy 

It’s the first script from Matthew and Dan- 
iel to be produced for a network TV show. 

“Yep, that’s a Libman joint,” Daniel joked 
during a recent interview in West Hollywood. 

So, too, is Cookers Red Hots in Deerfield— 
a hot dog joint the brothers told RedEye they 
dearly miss — one of many fun asides that help 
explain how they went from growing up “try- 
ing to make each other laugh,” as Daniel said, 
to cracking up the conference room of a top 
PR agency in L. A. 

Matthew, the older Libman, attended New 
Trier High School before studying music at 
the New England Conservatory in Boston. 
He moved to L.A. in 2003 to work in the mu- 
sic business, but when that industry hit the 
skids he hooked up with some friends who 
were feature film writers. 

One of those friends was David Capse, 
who would go on to create “Happy Endings.” 
Capse, who has been best friends with Mat- 
thew since third grade at South School in 
Glencoe, encouraged Matthew to pursue TV 
and film writing. 

“I never wanted to do it because they made 
it sound horrible,” Matthew said. “Y)u sit 
in your room by yourself and you’re banging 
your head against the keyboard and you’re 
hating yourself” 

Before Daniel joined his brother in L.A. 
about 18 months ago, the Highland Park High 
School graduate was writing blogs about the 
Olympics and other life experiences. 

“I was living with my parents in Chicago 



and some of [Matthew’s] friends had read my 
blog and said that I should give [script] writ- 
ing a try” the University of Iowa graduate said. 
‘At that time I was like, ‘If I don’t just take a 
swing at something. I’m going to go crazy’ So, 
I just started to write this thing. I had no idea 
what I was doing.” 

The “thing” was actually a TV pilot that 
Daniel sent to Matthew for his feedback. But 
Matthew’s notes turned into additional pages. 
It was then that the brothers decided to col- 
laborate. 

“It became so much fun that we just deter- 
mined we were going to be writing partners,” 
Matthew said. 

Added Daniel: “We decided to just take 
a crack at it and if it worked, it worked. If it 
didn’t, it didn’t.” 

A month after completing their first pilot 
script about a “super” dysfunctional fam- 
ily the Libman brothers were signed by Cre- 
ative Artists Agency, and they hired a man- 
ager. The pilot, which Matthew now says was 
“wildly unproduceable,” never got made, but 
the brothers were hired to work on “Robot 
Chicken,” a gig that led them to jobs as staff 
writers for “Happy Endings.” 

“It’s been kind of whirlwind, and so much 
fun,” Matthew said. ‘Anyone who knows us 
will tell you that Daniel and I are super close. 
The fact that we get to work together doing 
something we both love— it doesn’t get more 
awesome than that.”

Barrel fever

Small batch. You know what it means, literally: 
But when it’s stamped on a bourbon label, it 
doesn’t necessarily speak to how the resulting 
product may taste in your rocks glass. 

“The concept of ‘small batch’ is basically that 
the master distiller goes in and selects what he 
thinks are the best barrels in the warehouse,” 
said John Hansell, publisher and editor of Malt 
Advocate, the brown spirits-focused publica- 
tion that’s behind the tri-city WhiskyFest con- 
ventions. “He’s cherry-picking his favorites.” 

Whether those favorite barrels sit among a 
warehouse’s warm rafters or on a cool cement 
floor, a good distiller knows his or her sweet 
spots. The result of batching a few barrels (usu- 
ally up to 250) versus a warehouse full? 

“Theoretically,” Hansell said, “you’re going to 
get a higher-quality product with more flavor.” 

And, no doubt, a higher price tag. 

Side-by-side distinctions are easiest to gauge 
in brands such as Four Roses, which produces 
several gradations of bourbon based on the 
number of barrels used to make it. There’s a 


basic bourbon fVellow Label) that costs about 
$19 for a 750 ml bottle, as well as a small batch, 
which costs about $10 more. The smallest batch 
possible, of course, is a single barrel. Four Roses 
Single Barrel, for example, runs $10 to $50 more 
than its Small Batch, depending on the release. 

Other brands, such as Maker’s Mark, are 
produced via small-batch means but aren’t mar- 
keted as such. 

“Maker’s was the original small batch,” said 
William Skelly craft spirits manager of Chi- 
cago-based Tenzing Wine & Spirits, Maker’s 
Mark’s former Midwest region manager. “It’s 
produced for taste and flavor— not just based 
on generations of the same old recipe.” 

Bernie Lovers, “whiskey professor” with 
Knob Creek (part of Beam Global), says drink- 
ers should associate the phrase “small batch” 
with consistency— made from a “mingling of 
barrels” for consistent flavor. But single barrel 
bourbons, such as Knob Creek Single Barrel 
Reserve, are less predictable. 

“That’s the fun part about single barrel,” Lov- 
ers said. “It’s kind of a crapshoot.”
